The proposed solution would 
re­ 
quire Sweden’s resignation from the 
council and the election of Poland 
to the non-permanent seat thus va­ 
cated. 
Premier Yandervelde of 
Belgium 
announced that the /council merely 
was waiting to hear from Stockholm. 
It was announced that Tuesday’s 
scheduled assembly meeting had been 
called off, although it might be con­ 
voked on Wednesday. 
The assembly’s steering commit­ 
tee will meet Tuesday, it was an 
nounced. 
If Sweden decided to 
solve 
the 
problem by resigning from the coun­ 
cil to provide a non-permanent seat 
for Poland, 
the

would 
convoke the assembly for Wednesday 
to accept Sweden’s resignation, elect 
Sweden’s successor and finally to ad­ 
mit Germany to the League and to 
create for her a permanent council 
seat. 
According to the poll of the as­ 
sembly, Poland will be elected 
to 
succeed Sweden by at least 35 votes 
provided

pledged

maintain Sweden’s opposition to fur­ 
ther enlargement of the council fol­ 
lowing Germany’s entry.

“Ghulam, of A rm ristar, a famous Saint-W restler of the Pun­ 
jab, was worth $5,000,000 when he died. 
Ghulam was not only 
wealthy but holy. The matadors of Spain usually do better finan­ 
cially than boxers. 
“Wrestlers, by the way make more money than you would 
naturally suspect. 
They may be laughed at a good deal, but they 
wrestle almost every night and by the end of the year they have 
gathered in a sum that is surprising. 
Steelier, Lewis, the Zbysz- 
kos, Big Munn, and others are piling it up at the rate of $100,000 
or so a year. 
Ilackenschmidt, Racevitch, Aberg and some others 
are in the millionaire class. 
Steelier and Lewis soon will be. 
“Jockeys, hockey players, jai-alai 
(Cuban handball), and 
some of the professional golfers all make more money than the 
ball players.

MANY l>KOIMTT>i CANNED IN CA LIFO R N IA 


C a l i f o r n i a is a land of sunshine and the latter comes in 
handy in ripening the many food products that are canned. 
A re­ 
cent issue of the government bulletin, “Crops and M arkets,” gives 
the commercial report of the 1925 pack of fruits and vegetables 
and it shows the vast extent of the canning industry in that state. 
Fruits of various kinds packed amounted to 15,631,852 cases. 
These included apricots, 
blackberries, cherries, gooseberries, 
grapes, loganberries, pears, free peaches, cling peaches, plums and 
other fruits. 
Vegetables packed amounted to 8,527,891 cases. 
These in­ 
cluded asparagus, string beans, peas, spinach, tomatoes, tomato 
products and other vegetables. 
During 1924, only 10,362,998 cases of fruit were packed. The 
im portant increases for 1925 were in cling peaches and in pears, 
the 1925 pack of those products being about 70 per cent greater 
than the 1924 pack. 
Canned vegetables showed an increase of 
1,400,000 cases during 1925. 
State legislation has been enacted, by which California canned 
fruits will be standardized, beginning with th e 1926 pack. 
The 
purpose of this act is to “ Promote the development of the Califor­ 
nia fruit industry and to prevent deception in the packing, ship­ 
ping and sale of canned fru it.”

FEW BALL PLAYERS GOT RAISES

So few of the hall players were able to get substantial raises on new 
contracts this winter that some of them believe tin1 club owners had been 
talking to each other during tile off season. 
With one or two possible exceptions prosperity prevailed and the major 
league clubs made money in 1925 and the players naturally figure th a t when 
they are helping to make business good they ought to share in tile good for­ 
tune. 
The players have always maintained that baseball had an inner council 
operated on a gentlem an’s agreement and that players could he railroaded 
out of good major league jobs into the minors to suit the fancy of the owners. 
The cases of Jiminy Caveney, Cincinnati shortstop, who was sent to the 
Pacific Coast league, and Louis Fonseca, Philadelphia infielder, who was 
released to tho International league indicated that this condition might exist. 
There are a number of the lower ranking major league clubs that could 
have used Caveney or Fonseca and it is not likely that their salaries were 
too high to lie assumed by any of the teams. 
As far as is known, there was no 
holdout this winter who got away with 
it and it is unusual that one or 
two stars are not able to jack a big raise 
out of their bosses by refusing to report. 
Zach Wheat, star outfielder of the Brooklyn Robins, who has been very 
successful for fifteen years in forcing the club to meet his terms failed this 
year and was placed in a position where he had to aet quickly in signing for 
the club’s terms or take a cut in salary. 
Wheat wanted $16,000 a year and tho owners were willing to pay him 
that price hut he wanted a two-year contract and the officials said they had 
adopted a new policy and that no Brooklyn player in the future would he able 
to get a contract for more than one year. 
Wheat rebelled, and threatened to retire but it didn’t work ami he was 
told he would have to sign in LM hours or take a cut. of $2,000 a year. 
He 
signed. 
Brooklyn officials learned a lesson when they gave Burly Grimes a two- 
year contract for $15,000 a year. 
Ile w asn’t worth half that price last year 
and when the club tried to trade 
him no club could 
be found that would as 
slime the salary. 
F ra n k Frisch, captain of the New York Giants and one of the most val­ 
uable players in the National league, tried to get a salary boost from John 
McGraw and w a sn ’t able to do it. 
Several of the Giant players who resorted to holdout tactics were threa t­ 
ened with a transfer and a cut in salary. 
The evidence is so general that it looks possible that the club owners 
did get together and decided upon a policy of—you can take or or leave it.
